■lubber unit Dynamiter. 

Pittsburg, April 12. — While rummag- 
ing through thu effecta <>f one <>f the ring- 
leaders of the Panhandle robbery this 
morning Special OHicer Miller discovered 
a package containing six giant dynamite 
cartridges BUlUcieilt to blow up the largest 
building in town. The discovery created 
considerable alarm and t lie cartridges wore 
handled very tenderly. Further examin- 
ation disclosed a lot of fuse and cups; in 
fact all the necessary paraphernalia for 
tho Successful tiring of cartridges. Im- 
mediately after the find in of tho dyna- 
mite an investigation was begun, tho result 
of which, however, the detectives refused 
to make public, and even declined to give 
the name of the man in w hose room the 
stuff was found. tinker Miller intimated 
that the object of the robber in securing 
and storing the dynamite was known and 
: lint it will make good reading when the 
proper time comes for . its disclosure. 
A large number of men will plead guilty to 
the robbery on the two charges and thus 
escape trial on tho* accumulated charges. A 
number of petty fellows w hose stealings 
wero trilling will bo discharged and bo told 
to leave this part of the count ry. The wages 
of the men have been withheld by the 
company on the ground that the men owe 
iiuieli more to the company than is due 
them' Tlierd is little doubt that the 
present exposure will lead to others on the 
road. Some of these are in the Pennsyl- 
vania company's and some on tho Balti- 
more and Ohio. It is stated the stealing 
on these other roads was not confined to 
box freight. Through the aid of teamsters 
and others largo quantities of pig iron and 
manufacturing iron and steel have been 
stolon from the ears in Pittsburg and in 
several other cities not far away. Those 
cases will be worked up. 

n< <.iyiiu spurned. 

Cincinnati, April 12. — Dr. MoGlynn 
arrived this morning. Some of his friends 
desired to introduce him to representative 
business men of the chamber of commerce 
and to that end asked Major John Byrne, 
of the Chesapeake and < >hio road, m> make 
the introduction. Major Byrne declined, 
saying that, as a Catholic loyal to the 
precepts and authority of his church, he 
had no sympathy with Dr. McGlynn's 
position, and that as a good citizen he 
could not in any sense recognize the false 
theories the doctor was attempting to 

propagate. As a member of the chamber 
of commerce, tho same views compelled 
him to decline, fit hers who were ap- 
proached took tho same position, and thus 
Dr. McGlynn was not a visitor on 'change. 

Ucn. Arthur's Sale 

New Yoiik, April 12.— The late Presi- 
dent Arthur's brie-u-brac and paintings 
were sold at auction to-day. A Swiss ink 
stand, once owned by lien. Winfiold Scott, 
brought $U; a painting of Sheridan's horse 
Rienzie, $1,250; a portrait of Roscoe 
Conkling, §4, and an antique bible, $2,260. 
The following oil paintings were sold: 
Student, $1,950; Aqueduct Bridge, $20; 
Recohorno, £1<>: Nut Gatherers, $17; 
Madonna, $11, and the model of the U. 
S. steamer U. S. Grant, $20.

Galveston, April 12.— A negro living 
near Evansville went out last night, leav- 
ing live children locked up in tho house. 
While he was absent the house caught 
tire and the children wore all burned to 
death. 

,tu American Honored. 

Washington, April 12.— Dr. J. A. 
Huffman, of the American bureau of 
ethnology, has been named by the king of 
Portugal Chevalier of tho Order of St. 
James, one of the most ancient orders of 
Christendom. 

The Florida B'ire. 

Tim following telegram was received at 
tho treasury department to-day from tho 
collector of customs at St. Augustine, 
Kla.: "Tho principal portion of the city 
has been destroyed by lire. The county 
court -house is also burned. Can I oiler 
assistance in the way of the rooms in the 
postolBce building not occupied 1 It is 
impossible to procure rooms outside of 
I his building." Secretary Fairchild tele- 
graphed as follows in reply; "Render 
every assistance to the city officials in tho 
way of procuring rooms in thu postolfico 
building. " 

Siilcliird. 

Han Fkancisco, April 12. — Henry 
Walters, aged lid, formerly secretary of the 
Boca Brewing Co., was found dead in his 
room this morning. He had committed 
suicide by taking prussia acid and turning 
on the gas. Walters was of a despondent 
nature, but no cause is known for his 
suicide. 

HcHlructlve Itoller Explosion. 

JTAboufc noon to-day a boiler exploded in 
Mitchell's carpet beating establishment 071 
fourteenth, street near Mission. Three 
small buildings in the immediate vicinity 
were wrecked by the explosion and a 
Chinaman was injured by (lying.ombera. 
The building in which the boiler was lo- 
cated caught lire, but was quickly ex- 
tinguished.. The damage will amount to 
about $2,000, The cause of the explosion 
is unknown, the engine not being in mo- 
tion at the time. 

Without Precedent. 

A steerage passengor on the steamer 
City of Poking, who is charged with 
kicking to death ,loo. Shing, another 
steerage passenger, was brought into port 
in irons, The coroner refuses to hold an 
autopsy over tho remains of Shing, 
claiming ho hus no authority to do so, as 



the alleged homicide was committed on 
the high seas, beyond his jurisdiction. 
Chief Crowley thinks tho ease wholly 
without his jurisdiction also. The United 
States authorities seem to think the ease 
belongs to them, because the killing was 
on an American vessel, but as tho ease is 
without precedent they are doubtful about 
tho proper mode of procedure. 

ARain Victorious 

OhiOAOO, April 12. — A 12-inch Bulk line 
billiard match played to-night at Central 
music ball between Shaofor and Slosson 
for $500, was easily won by Sehaefer, the 
score standing 800 to 63fl. Shaofor aver- 
aged 17.35-45, and Slosson 14.2.'l-44. 
Sehaefer's best run was J 26, Slosson 's 135, 
About 100 people were present. 

CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 

James G. Blaine is much better, 

John T. Raymond, the great American 
actor, is dead.

A dispatch from St. Augustine, Florida, 
yesterday says : The St. Augustine took 
tire at 2.'M this morning ami was des- 
troyed. The old slave market is also 
gone and the cathedral is in Humes. lid- 
ward's hotel and half a dozen buildings 
are. all on tiro. It seems to be inevitable 
that the Florida house must go. Danger 
of the destruction of tho whole town is 
imminent. 

DISALLOWANCE. 

The Government will not Allow the Construe, 
tlon of Another Uond to the Hoiindary — 
Winnipeg Excited and Talking of 
Uslnic Bayonets If Necessary.

WiNNU'Eu, April 12. — There is much 
feeling here over a Bomi-otficial announce- 
ment that the Dominion Government will 
not allow the construction of another road 
to the boundary. Even solid citizens talk 
of going out to build the road at the point 
of the bayonet. 

CAKON FETED. 

Ho Trusts the Good Sense of the American Peo- 
ple will Make Its Inlluenee Kelt on the Fish- 
cry Question— Canada, tliongb Loyal 
to the Empire, Has no Desire toScud 
Representatives to Westminster. 

(Special to Tub Colonist.) 
Montreal, April 12.— At a banquet 
given t« Sir Adolphe Oaron, minister of 
militia, last night, Sir Adolphe responded 
to the fishery question, and said he regret- 
ted that congress had taken such a stand 
on that (jtic.slioi), but hoped that the good 
souse of the American people would make 
their influence felt in high quarters and 
prevent the action of congress from being 
carried into effect. Relating to imperial 
federation he said ho believed Canada, al- 
though loyal to the empire, had no desire 
to send representatives to Westminster. 

AN INTERKSTIXl! LETTER 

From Mr. Richard Pickering— The Separate 
System of Drainage Ruinously Costly- 
Ills Countrymen Coming to 
Victoria. 

In n private letter to Tiik Colonist 
Mr. Richard Pickering, of Whitehaven, 
says: 

"Some time ago 1 observed that you 
printed in Tut: Weekly Colonist the 
second part of our report on the proposed 
sewerage of the city. This was quite 
right so far, but the preliminary report I 
made to tho council before I left Victoria, 
in May last, should (in order that the 
scheme he properly laid before the citizens) 
have been also printed at the same time, 
because Ihe two reports were to be read 
together; or to put it in another way, tho 
second report was but a continuance of 
the first or preliminary report. When a 
suitable opportunity occurs it would be 
well to print both reports together, then 
the citizens will see answered many of 
the objections urged by speakers at the 
recent public meetings on the election of 
councillors for tho present municipality . 
This should only be done with tho con- 
sent of the mayor and council. I ob- 
serve that one or two gentlemen wore 
urging the separate system of drainage 
for your city. Separate systems would be 
ruinously costly for your city, besides 
being objectionable on other grounds. 
On tho other hand, anything like tinker- 
ing with temporary expedients is to be 
deprecated. If Victoria has the courage 
to believe in its future progress, there 
ought not to be any hesitation in carrying 
put the maxim— 'Once well done is equal 
and better than many times indifferently 
dene.' 

*■**-»* 
"By-the-way, quite a number of my 
countrymen here are quite 'fired' with my 
description of your city and province. 
They are making preparations to settle 
with you. Some are already on tho way. 

"There is an eminent linn of hematite 
iron smelters and steed rail manufacturers 
hero who have secured a large tract of 
minora] country about thirty miles from 
Seattle, W. T. They propose opening it 
out on a large scale, ultimately to roll 
rails oil the spot. I would have been 
bettor pleased if they hail decided to 
settle in your province, fly-t he-way, is 
tho iron ore of 'Texuda' a hematite or 
not? An authoritative analysis might do 
good in setting important industries 
a-going." 

THE FISHERIES. 

The " Saturday Review's " Offensive Article on 

This Question. 

London, April 3.— The Saturday Re- 
view to-day published an offensive article 
on the Canadian fisheries question, full of 
its usual bitterness toward America, con- 
cluding with the remark: "The Ameri- 
cans are striving to fasten a quarrel oii 
this nation." This is one of tho very few 
discreditable exceptions to the general 
run observed on this question by the 
English press, and is intended, perhaps, 
as a welcome to tho American minister, 
who, with Mrs. Phelps, arrived in Lon- 
don Thursday evening from Monte Carlo.

CABLE NEWS. 

Great Britain and Russia Settle 
the Afghan Question. 



The Dutch Worst the Achcens, but 
Leave Twelve Dead and Twenty- 
Six Wounded on the 
Field.

" London, April 12. —The house of com- 
mons resumed its sittings this afternoon. 
After Speaker Peel had thanked tho house 
for its indulgence during his illness, At- 
tnmoy-Ueneral Holmes reopened the 
argument on the government's side of tho 
crimes' act bill. He contended that tho 
measure was a fair one and that none of 
its provisions would interfere with con- 
stitutional Or public rights. Tho house 
should remember, Holmes argued, that 
society in Ireland was in a state of dis- 
organization; that crime was undetected 
and people seemed to sympathize with the 
criminal and thwarted attempts to obtain 
evidence. In cases where the evidence 
was (dear against the prisoners juries re- 
fused to convict, so that tho system of 
trial by jury had absolutely broken down 
in Ireland. It was absurd to say that 
crime in Ireland should go unpunished, 
rather than that such effectual means as 
obangiug the venue should be taken to se- 
cure the due administration of the law. 
Holmes hoped it would not be necessary 
if the bill passed, to have frequent re- 
course to change of vonue (derisive Par- 
uellite cheers). 

Tho Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers said 
although be supported tho amendment to 
the bill he admitted that some of the bill's 
provisions would not be objectionable if 
they were made part of a general law for 
both Ireland and England; but they pro- 
posed a law which the government special- 
ly intended to apply to Ireland. Why 
propose coercion when there was no in- 
crease of crime shown in Ireland 1 lie- 
fore tho last election at least ninety con- 
servative members of parliament declared 
against, further coercion.

Speaker 
Pool has intimated to Mr. Gladstone that 
if the head of the government demands 
cloture, aftera reasonable period of debate, 
he will always deem it his duty to acqui- 
esce, and that this rule will apply to any 
government.

Afirtmn Question Settled! 

St. Petersburg, April 12.— A settle- 
ment of the Afghan question has been ef- 
fucted by the governments of Great Bri- 
tain and Russia. By tho terms of this 
settlement England assents to t he Russian 
domand for that branch of the Oxus now 
held by tho Afghans, in exchange for con- 
cessions made for territory on the north- 
west frontier. 

A Dutch Victory. 

The Hague, April 12. — Advices from 
tho Dutch Indies say that tho Dutch had 
an encounter with the natives in Acheen 
on the 6th inst., and that the Acheens 
(led after a fight, leaving 33 dead. Tho 
Dutch loss was 12 killed and 2(1 wounded. 

New Pmsporl Tni. 

Sr. Petersbukg, April 12. — Tho now 
passport tax law will become operative on 
April 15th (old style), Russians return- 
ing after that date with passports that 
have expired will be charged according to 
the new sealo. A tax of seven roubles 
will be levied on all merchantmen enter- 
ing the Black sea ports. The crown ducR 
at Crpnstadt will bo one kopek pur last 
for sailing vessels and two kopeks per 
last for steamers. 

GOLD IN THE NORTH. 

Possible Source of Dispute Between Canada 
and the U. B.— Alaskan Hoiindary Lino 
Doubtful -Richest Gold Mining 
District in Canada— Dr. 
Hell Speaks Con- 
cerning it. 

The announcement, says tho Ottawa 
Free I'rex.i, recently made that gold mining 
was being carried on successfully, and on 
rather an extensive scale, in tho northern 
part of British Columbia, practically on 
tho borders of the province, lias given 
prominence to a fact which will, in all 
probability, form tho basis of another dis- 
pute between the United States and Cana- 
dian governments, namely, the indefinite 
character of a considerable portion of the 
boundary line between British Col urn biaand 
Alaska. Atthotimoof the Russian ocoupancy 
of Alaska a treaty was drawn up between 
the Russian and British authorities defin- 
ing the limits of their respect ive territories 
in a vague sort of way, the country boillg 
then considered too wild and inaccessible 
to require much detail in this important 
particular. The transference of Alaska to 
the United States was concluded under 
the old treaty as regarded the limits of the 
territory. Since then valuable gold do- 
posits have been discovered, found rich 
and successfully worked, and it is theso 
that are likely to form tho bone of con- 
tention. Tho boundary lino, according to 
the treaty, is drawn along tho 141st mer- 
idian from I ho Arctic ocean to Mount St, 
lilias after which it follows a vague and 
tortuous course, near tho Pacific ocean to 



Portland canal. It is in this latter section 
that tho gold mines exist, and it is hero 
that tho intended definition of limit is 
open to more than one construction. Al- 
though mines have hot been brought into 
much prominence still they are undoubt- 
edly among tho richest in North America 
and their possession is a question of con- 
siderable moment. Itboing understood that 

DR.; ROBT. BELL, L. L. I). ANII M. D. , 
assistant director of the geological survey, 
intended paying avisit to this region dur- 
ing tho summer, a Free Frets report- 
er called on him last night to learn his 
viows on tho matter. 

"You are going to the Yukon region 
this spring, are you not, doctor?" 

"No, 1 am not; but wo are sending a 
member of the geological staff." 

"Has anything been done to mark on 
the ground a boundary between Alaska 
and thoBrifcish possessions in thatquarter?" 

"Nothing delinito that 1 am aware of." 

"How is tho boundary lino at present 
defined, then ?'•' 

"Starting from tho Arctic ocean it fol- 
lows the meridian about 141 west until it 
comes nearly to the Pacific ocean, from 
whehco it follows a tortuous course near 
the coast and comes out at tho head of 
Portland canal, opposite Queen Char- 
lotto's Islands. The treaty between 
Russia and Great Britain ,in defining this 
boundary is so worded that it may prove a 
fruitful source of dispute between Canada 
and the United States when an attempt 
shall be made to actually doline it on the 
ground. " 

"In view of the fact that gidd has been 
been discovered in that region tho boun- 
dary will have to be surveyed before long, 
will it not not ?" 

"Yes, 1 think so. 1 have always hold 
it to be prospectively one of the richest 
mineral districts in Canada. A good 
many years ago, for certain geological 
reasons, 1 stated in a lecture delivered on 
tho subject in Montreal that 1 believed 
the country on the west side of tho Lower 
McKonzio river would prove to be tho 
future 

NEVADA AND COLORADO OF CANADA. 

A man now living in the Western 
states, with whom J bad somo correspon- 
dence, started from the Pacific, crossed 
the country embracing tho head waters of 
tho Polly and Liard rivers and came out 
on the Mackenzie river which he followed 
to the sea, and afterwards examined some 
of the smaller rivers on tho west side of 
its mouth. He reported having found 
rich deposits of alluvial gold in several of 
the streams amongst the mountains and 
also in those referred to farther north." 

"Where is tho Polly river situated ?" 

"It is tho main branch of the Yukon in 
British territory and it joins the Porcu- 
pine river after entering Alaska and tho 
two together form the main Yukon river, 
which is a very large stream flowing into 
Norton Sound near Behring's strait." 

"Who first explored this district ?" 

"Nearly forty years ago two officers of 
tho Hudson's Bay company, Mr. Robert 
Campbell and Mr. J. Green Stewart were 
sent into the Yukon country to establish 
trade with the natives. They met with 
some hostility from tho Indians, but wero 
successful in accomplishing their object. 
They explored this great branch of tho 
Yukon river, which they called Pelly, in 
honor of a member of the committee of 
the Hudson's Bay company, but received 
little thanks when they got homo. A fow 
years ago Mr. Campbell recorded his ad- 
ventures from memory in a paper which 
he communicated to the Scientific and 
Historical Society of Winnipeg. Long 
before that Mr. Campbell had written out 
his discoveries, and brought them to Que- 
bec, but unfortunately they wore de- 
stroyed with the rust of his baggage, in a 
fire which occurred at the warehouse." 

"What is being done to develop the 
gold of that region ?" 

THE FAMOUS CASSI Alt REGION 

which latterly supplied more gold than 
any other district in British Columbia, 
lies in this direction, and during the past 
sumniei 1 am creditably informed more 
than 100 men were at work in Placor min- 
ing on tho Lewes river, a, branch of the 
Polly. fOn Douglas island, in Lynn 
Channel, which although close to British 
Columbia, is really in Alaska, a gold quartz 
mine is now being actively worked by 
Americans, ft is called tho Treadwell 
mine and is owned principally by a Mr. 
Bean. The mine consists of an enormous 
mass of quartz, and is worked as an open 
quarry. The ore is not extremely rich, 
but owing to the largo quantity worked 
the returns are very great. A mill driv- 
en by water power, with' 120 heads of 
stamps, has proved remarkably successful. 
The gold is obtained in the free state and 
in combination with sulphurettes. Tho 
amount of free gold is snid to vary from 
£5 to $12 per ton. The monthly returns 
range from §1)0,000 to £75,000. The 
average yield of free gold is £8.50 per 
ton, and 120 stamps crush about a ton 
daily each; this would yield §1,020 per 
day. They run 30 days in the month, 
which would make a monthly yield of 
$30,(100. The total average is §(i7,500, 
showing that §3(i,!HJ0 must bo obtained 
from the concentrated sulphurettes, which 
are smelted on the spot. The two togcthor 
would thus give an average yield of $18. 
50 per ton of quartz crushed, equal to 
about one ounce of unrefined gold." 

"Are there any other minerals known 
to exist, in that region/" 

"In the country between tho head 
wafers of the Lewes river and Mount St. 
Elias w hich lies directly wost of it. 

SILVER, COWER, LEAD AND IRON 
have been discovered. 

" How is this region reached ?" 

Tho doctor here showed tho reporter a 
splendid geological map of tho country, 
the only one in existence, and said: "A 
steamer runs up the coast from San Fran- 
cisco every fortnight. From Douglas 
island one may proceed up Lynn chan- 
nel, then up one of its branches from 
which approach is easily made across tho 
highland to the head waters of the Lewes 
river." 

" Do you not think these rich mining 
lands may become a source of dispute 
between the two countries on account of 
the indefinite nature of tho boundary lino?" 

"Yes, and as tho Americans have got 
advantage of us in every territorial deal, 
wo must look forward quietly to being 
done out of this country, a most valuable 
territory which should fairly belong to us. 
It is already known that gold quartz is 
abundant on tho mainland. 

"ore the United States authorities put- 
ting forward much effort to develop that 
country ?" 

"Tho State Legislature of California has 
a Bureau of Mines, which is a great aid 
and stimulus to her citizens to develop any 
mining lands in thoix reach. 

" No, nothing is being done by Cana- 
dians in tho Binno direction, as We huvo 
such a small population ami the district in 
so groat. "

HIGH LICENSE. 

Tho Now York high licenso law requires 
ovory person who sells spirituous liquors 
to pay a license tax of 61,000, but a 
licenso to Bell wino and beer costs only 
$100. In order effectually to prevent the 
keepers of wino and beer saloons from 
soiling stronger li<pjors, tho law provides 
thnt any person holding a license to sell 
wino and beer, who keeps on hand strong 
liquors, shall bo guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and his license shall bo forfeited. It is 
not necessary to prove that he has sold 
such liquorsj the fact of having them in 
his possession iB a violation of the law, 
the punishment of which is instant de- 
privation of license. Tho high-license 
law is only applicable to cities having' 
moro than 400,000 inhabitants, which 
limits it to New York and Brooklyn. 
There aro many who contend that high 
license is a moro effective chock to tho 
liquor traffic than out-and-out prohibition. 
Figures aro adduced to show thai the 
number ;>f places where liquor is sold 
diminishes in proportion to tho height of 
the license. In ( )raahfl whore the license 
is §1,000 thure is one saloon or bar to 
ovory 42t! inhabitants; in Kansas City 
where tho license is $845 there is one 
saloon to every 309 of the population; in 
Chicago whore it is $500 one to 213; ill 
Detroit where it is §300 one to KI0; in 
Philadelphia where the license is §f)t) the 
number of saloons is one in 1-12, and in 
Baltimore where the license is the same 
tho places where liquor is sold is one in 
115 of the population. In an article on 
taxed and untaxed liquor the New York 
Nation says that "in Maine, after about 
thirty years of prohibition, there were in 
LS8I1, 1,262 liquor dealers, of w hom 1,150 
were retailers of spirituous liquors and 100 
dealers in malt li pior, a proportion of one 
liquor dealer in 515 of the population. In 
tho City of Bangor there are 140 open 
saloons, or one for every 120 of the popu- 
lation. In Portland there are 150 saloons, 
or ono to every 225 of the population." 
In Vermont after thirty years prohibi- 
tion the United States revenue returns 
show 440 open saloons. In Iowa, before 
prohibitory law was enacted, there 
were ;{,riU4 liquor dealers; in 1886, under 
prohibition, there were 4,033, and a total 
manufacture of 5,81)4,545 gallons of liquor 
with no revenue to the state. In Kansas, 
before tho prohibitory law was enacted 
there w ere 2,.'i;i!l liquor dealers, in 1880 
' ibition

7: •• < •":•> are always 
ready to do more tiian Uioir duty, and, 
as usual, will assist in making tho day 
momorablo. But it would seem that our 
citizens should bestir themselves and go 
to work with a will to second the efforts 
of tho navy. A meeting should be called 
at ouce and sub-coimnittees struck, who 
would each havo its particular duties 
to perforin. Ono of the most important 
■would bo that of dealing with the form 
the citizens' celebration should take. It 
ought to be something original and im- 
posing and on a scale commensurate with 
the dignity of the "Queen City." A pro- 
gramme has been already mapped out in 
one of the largest cities of tho Dominion, 
many of the features of which might not 
inaptly be followed hero. It takes the 
form of a procession under the auspices of 
a jovial body callod the Polymorphians. It 
is as follows: 

'"The procession, as proposed, will 
bo headed by one of the city 
bands, following which will be a barouche 
containing the otlieers. Some time has 
been devoted in puzzling out how a new 
and attractive styde of marching could be 
formed when tho idea was conceived of hav- 
ing fifty mounted men march in the shape 
of tho letter L, which in the Roman nota- 
tion also signifies fifty, to lie known as the 
Royal Mounted Red, White and Blue 
Jubilee L Guards. The men will wear 
alternately red, white and blue uniforms. 
Riding in a barouche in about the centre 
of tho L guards will be a lady represent- 
ing the Queen. Following the guards will 
be a representation — All Nations— -intro- 
ducing Europe, Asia, Africa, America and 
Australia, each continent to bo represent- 
ed by tho men, riding live abreast, two 
deep — fifty in all. All these men will be 
attired in costumes especially gotten up 
to ropresent the various countries. Com- 
ing next will be H. M. blind half hun- 
dred, being a representation of tho 60th 
regiment as they appeared after a hard 
siuge in Egypt in 1801. The fifty men 
representing this regiment will wear 
shades of various colors over their eyes, 
and the military accoutrements will be in 
keeping witli the tiino in question. At 
the head of tiie contingent will So a pla- 
card : "The old gallant blind half hun- 
dred, 50th; Ono eye single to glory." The 
blind half hundred will be preceded by 
their own band. 

The Decade Jubileors will follow next 
in order. The Jubileers will number 
fifty men, and will ho divided into live 
divisions of ten men each. The first ten 
men will bo costumed in red coats and 
bluu pants, with each holding a spear and 
guarding a barouche containing a young 
lady representing Queen Victoria on Cor- 
onation Day. Tho second squad of men 
will bo attired in white coats and green 
pants with carbines, escorting a barouche 
containing a lady and gentlemen, repre- 
senting Queen Victoria and the late Prince 
Consort, respectively. Tho next men will 
bo the Scottish Jubileers, clothed in the 
royal yellow of Scotland, wearing a thistle 
on thoir breast and eacli carrying a clay- 
more, tho national weapon of Scotland. 
Those men will also act an escort to a ba- 
rouche containing a representation of 
Queen Victoria and t lie late Prince Con- 
sort. Tho next ton men will he tho Irish 
Jubileers, dressed in green coats, with 
shamrocks on their breasts, and carrying 
pikes, the national weapon, guarding a 
barouche containing a representation of 
the Queen forty years after her corona- 
tion. Tho last ton men will bo clothed in 
tho royal bluu of England, with a rosu on 
thoir breaHt, oach bearing a sword and 
guarding a barouche with a reprofteutation 
of Queen Victoria as she appears in this, 
hor fiftieth annivoisary.

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tiled to prohibit After it had been tried 
for twenty years there were in the state, 
in 1874, (3,444 saloons, or one for every 
207 inhabitants, and the state derived no 
revenue from tho Bale of liquors. A high 
license law was passed in 1875. It had 
the immediate effect of decreasing the 
number of saloons, and in 1882, six years 
after its passage, there were in the state 
only ;i,4(il saloons or ono to every 630 of 
the population, and the revenue to the 
Htate under the tax was §8,166,921. Tho 
effect of the high license law in Illinois 
was immediate and striking. In 
188:i there were in the state 13,000 
saloons from which a revenue of 
§700,000 was derived. In that year tho 
high license law went into effect, and six- 
teen months after the number of saloons 
had been reduced to 0,000, and the revenue 
from liquor licenses had jumped up to 
$4,500,000. In Chicago alone 1,000 saloons 
had been wiped out in one year by the 
operation of the high license law. The 
effect of the high license law all over the 
state was to diminish tho number of drink- 
ing places and greatly to increase the 
revenue. 

If these figures are correct (and the 
Nation would not quote statistics unless it 
had the best reasons for relying on their 
a curacy), they afford strong testimony in 
favor of high license. And there is this to 
bo said in favor of high license, it is more 
practicable than prohibition. It is easy 
to prevail upon a community to raise the 
license to sell liquor to a reasonably high 
figure, but it is very difficult to persuade 
people to consent to prohibition. If, in 
addition to this, high license is practically 
more effective than prohibition in dimin- 
ishing the evils consequent upon the traffic 
in strong drink, there can be no question 
that the high license system is the more 
preferable of the two.

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LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 

ONTARIO. 

Tho Kingston board of tradu hftvo de- 
oided to ask the Government to build a 
breakwater and drydock by convict labor. 

A Brantfurcl young lady saw some boys 
perform the dillicult feat of placing their 
heels round their necks. A day or so later 
the young lady was missed, and on search 
being made she was found in lior chamber 
prostrate on tho floor, with both heels 
around hor neck, and uttorly unable to 
get them loose. She was so upset that 
she said she would have died before call- 
ing. 

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

Judge Palmer, one of tho heaviest 
stockholders in the Maritime Bank, says 
that while he is nut prepared to Bay what 
■tops he will take ho is not inclined to 
submit bo being made liable for double the 
amount of his stock and paying #7l>,000. 
A representative! of R. A. & J, Stewart 
said thai the hoad of the tirin is at Ottawa 
preparing a statement to bo laid before 
the meeting of the Maritime Bank share- 
holders on the 27th. It is claimed on be- 
half of Stewart that the bank and not tho 
firm made what have proved to be bogus 
bills of exchange, and that the firm has 
been assisting tho bank to carry a largo 
account of (fuy, Bevan Co., rather than 
the bank assisting them. 

The intestate corhliioice law will have a 
great effect on St. John trade, changing 
its channel to tho United States from tho 
Now Brunswick railway to tho internation- 
al line of steamers, which are nut affect- 
ed hy the law. The railway was forced to 
raise its rates, and thus St. John is de- 
prived of rapid daily freight transit and 
must return to tri- weekly steamers. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

The tirst reading of tho Sunday law 
passed the legislature by nineteen to 
seventeen,. Archbishop (J'liiion having 
written letters against the measure, the 
Catholics voted against the hill. 

The value of exports lionce to the I'ni- 
tsed States during the past three months 
enormously exceeded the exports of any 
previous quarter fur many years. 

QUEBEC. 

Lt is believed that a number of arrests 
for fraud and perjury in connection with 
tho ekpeuding of ,tho colonization funds, 
will shortly take place among tho agents 
in Boauee, BoiiaventuiO and other coun- 
ties in this section, as a result of the 
pending investigation. * 

There wasa test of strength between tho 
government and opposition in the private 
bills committee, the former proposing Mr. 
Turcotte arid the latter Mr. Blanchet as 
chairman. Mr. Blanchet was defeated 
by two majority.

PARISIAN CRIMES. 



Ketiuerlsm Urged us an Excuse for Murder- 
A Crazy Woman's Bloody Antics. 

Paris, April 2. — Tho French papers 
this week have been tilled with littlo ex- 
cept the recital of horrible crimes. The 
triple murder has occupied entire Paris 
for nearly ten days. Franzini is clearly 
■hown to bo tho assassin of Maria Reg- 
nault, but the history of this case as it 
has developed shows a truly French way 
of arriving at the ends of justice. The 
defense of Franzini will bo a psycological 
one. It will he claimed that he was sub- 
ject to mesmeric influences, and that a 
mysterious man named Geissler was the 
dominating spirit which impelled this as- 
sassin to do tho work. It is an original 
enough defense to procure an acquittal 
from a French jury. The investigation 
of the life of liegnault, the murdered 
jpwinan, bIiows that she had three dis- 
tTiguished lovers besides Franzini. Two 
of theso were prominent French notaries, 
and the third was a general in tho Eng- 
lish army. Each one fancied that he was 
tho sol u recipient of her affections. 

An extraordinary ease of superstition 
and crime is reported from Toulouse. 
Thereso Marie Soum, a religious enthu- 
siast, tried to kill hercousin, Mile. Solftge, 
a woman of 40 years of age, whom she 
accused of practicing sorcery. Sho at- 
tacked the alleged sorceress one night 
with a club and knife. After sho had 
knocked hor sensoless and had cut her 
with the knife, the fanatic returned to her 
room, where she stripped herself of her 
clothes atid then again returned to her 
victim. She paraded about Iter like a 
savage, alternately heaping imprecations 
on hor and cut ting forms of the cross on 
her body. The victim may recover. 

Tho list of murder trials for this week 
alone comprises at least ten ferocious and 
diabolical crimes, the depravity and mer- 
cilessness of which surpass description. 

HOME POLITICS. 

Illnem oftue Speaker-Urovvtb of Home Bale 
Sentiment, 

London, April ti. — There was another 
scone in the house of commons last night 
when the speaker, under the conspicuous 
influence of great, passion, announced his 
intention to allay party passions In the 
houHB of commons in spite of the sneers 
of honorable members. Ho was taken ill 
immediately afterwards and was compelled 
to leavo the chair. 

An election in Birmingham has shown 
that in the hot hod of Chamberlainisni the 
majority of tho electors are now support- 
erf of -Mr. Gladstono. Mr. Chamberlain's 
brother Arthur has been defeated in the 
most important ward, while in John 
Bright'a ward in Olio division the meeting 
was BO.Btonny that it had to ho adjourned. 
In another the Unionist chairman was dis- 
placed by a Gladstonian. 

The anti-coercion campaign is proceed- 
ing with tho utmost vigor nil over the 
country, and reports of meetings denounc- 
ing tho action of tho government are com- 
ing in by dozens. Tho conviction that, 
dissolution is not only possible but desir- 
able in tho interests of homo rule has 
gained ground among the most influential 
liberals.

BEIIHING SEA. QUESTION. 



Two Cruisers Arming in 'Frisco for 
Service in tho North. 



The VlctoriaSeaUlfg Fleet Will Enter Beurlnsr 
Kea ami Expect to lie Protected. 



In last Sunday's issue of The Colon- 
ist it was stated that tho United States 
government had decided to release the 
schooners seized last year while engaged 
in hunting for seal in Behring sua. Col- 
lector Hamloy, who has been assiduous in 
his effort to obtain some definite informa- 
tion respecting the course which the 
United States government intend to pur- 
sue (.luring the coming summer in regard 
to this matter, has recoived the following 
letter from tho minister of marine and 
fisheries: "Your letter of March 7th just 
received. In reply, 1 beg to inform you 
that tho Uuitod States government have 
decided to release the vessels seized 
last summer in Bchring Sea and 
to free tho imprisoned men. No 
statement of tho policy they intend to 
pursue during the presunt season with re- 
gard to British vessels sealing in Behrillg 
sea has yet been received from Mr. Bay- 
ard, although repeated representations 
to that end have been made." It is known 
by the owners of the three seized vessels 
belonging to this city that instructions 
have been sent to Alaska to give them up, 
anil although nothing is said about com- 
pensation, it is supposed that tho order 
for the release carries that intention with 
it . As yet tho owners of the vessels have 
received no intimation as to whether the 
vessels will be delivered up here or in 
Alaska. Respecting the course which the 
American government will adopt this sum- 
mer it is pretty generally believed among 
Americans that it. will not be different 
from that adopted at the commence- 
ment of thi! difficulty, It is more 
than likely that they will endeav- 
or to preserve the Alaska Fur and 
Commercial company in their monopoly. 
In fact, a member of the treasury depart- 
ment stationed at San Francisco who is at 
present visiting this city, st-ates that two 
cruisers are being lifted out at, the bay 
city lor service in Bchring sea, and it is 
understood that all British or American 
Vessels, excepting those of the Alaska Fur 
and Commercial company found sealing in 
those waters will be seized and confiscated. 
The seals wherever met will ho regarded as 
American seals, bearing true allegiance to 
Uncle Sam's country, and as such entitled 
to the protection of Uncle Sam's govern- 
ment. However, it is understood that 
the owners of sealing vessels in this city 
intend sending their sealers straight to 
Bchring Sea, a stop which it is not likely 
they would care tu take without sufficient 
encouragement, W hen Admiral Seymour 
was acre last summer he spoke and felt 
very strongly on the question of protect- 
ing our vessels on the high seas, and if the 
consent of the imperial government can 
be obtained he will be only too glad to 
take a hand in whatever seizing is attempt- 
ed in Behring Sea this summer. 



HANDEL'S MESSIAH. 

Our notice yesterday of this very inter- 
esting performance on Monday night was 
necessarily brief, owing to the lateness of 
the hour and our limited space. Ono 
distinctive feature of this concert was that 
instead of a "quartett" of singers, "seated 
in the front," singing t he various solos, no 
soloist on Monday night sang more than 
one song. Consequently no less than 
fifteen soloists appeared. Now, while this 
gave Mi. Sorgd an opportunity to minis- 
ter to the ambitions of our amateur vocal- 
ists, it has had its drawbacks, for it fell to 
the lot of some to receive comparatively 
little credit, who "tackled" the most ex- 
igoanl of the "Arias." h\>r instance, 
Mr. Kent and Mr. (i. Jay, their songs 
both in notation and "time," being most 
trying, and they each rendered them in 
splendid style. Mr. Core and Mr. Prior 
in the other bass songs were most, success 
fid, but the brilliant "Martial" accompa- 
niment aids very considerably in tho re- 
ception these songs always meet. The 
same remarks apply to the "Grand Arico," 
"Rejoice Greatly" sung by Miss Mouat, 
who seemed to revel in the Horid 
passages with which it, abounds, as- 
cending to the I! Hat in alt with 
great power and brilliancy, Miss P. 
ffartnagle commenced the lovely aria, 
"I know tbat my Redeemer," in a faultless 
tone of expression; hut when about, half- 
way through the baud became so unsteady 
and out of tune that she seemed quite till 
nerved for a few* bars; nevertheless she 
finished the closing sentences doliciously 
soft and tender. Madame do L'Aubinior 
sang tho difficult aria, "O, Thou t hat, tell- 
est" faultlessly. Mrs. (J. Wilson and Miss 
Cridge divided the aria, "He shall feed 
Ills flock," the former lady surprising 
everybody, but .Miss Cridge has quite a 
reputation and her lovely voice was heard 
at its best. Miss Doqbs sang the pathetic 
air, "Ho was despised," extremely well, 
her lower l egist or being very resou- 
nd. Mrs. Dennis Harris sang the lovely 
pastorale, "How beautiful are the feet," 
in splendid style, her prolonguod trill at, 
the end being greatly admired. Several 
floral tributes were tendered and encores 
demanded ; but Mr. Sorgd wuld not, 
normil them. (If the tenors, Mr. 
liobson sang the air and recitation, 
"Comfort ye" and "Every Valley," 
like an artist, the recitative being de- 
claimed very vigorously. Mr. White, in 
addition to the solo allotted to him, 
"Thou shall, dash t horn," which was ren- 
dered with considerable dramatic offect, 
sang Mr. Woot oil's air, "Behold and see," 
with much feeling, Mr. Redforn following 
with the lovely solo, "But, thou didst not 
leave;" very pleasingly given. Of the 
choruses »c can only say they fairly as- 
tonished every one, the more popular 
ones "For unto us a child is born" and 
the "-Hallelujah"— boillg given with a 
precision and volume of tone that, one 
could only expect to hear in a large Eng- 
lish city. The concluding choruses, 
"Worthy is the Land)" and the "Amen" 
(with its' complex "Fugue") coming out 
with a clearness and vigor truly surpris- 
ing. The orchestra was most commend- 
able, the "Pastoral symphony" especially 
was played very smoothly and delicately. 
The ladies who played violins attracted 
great attention, notably, Miss Angus, Miss 
Young and Miss Coed. 

Before the commencement of the second 
part, Mr. Cout t Chambers (who in early days 
was a prominent, conductor) in a very neat 
speech, presented Mr. Sorgd with a purse, 
subscribed for by the ladies and gentlemen 
of the chorus. Mr. Sorgd, in his reply, 
said that, Victoria ought to feel very proud 
thai a work of such magnitude could be 
produced entirely by singers belonging to 
tho city, a majority of whom were horn 
here. We think ho, ten, and might add 
our testimony by saying that Victoria 
should also feel gratified in having a gontlu- 
nmil like Mr. Sorgo residing with us, for 
the way in which he handled the largo 
body of chorus and hand on Monday oven- 
ing was in the highest degree creditable 
tn him.

A communication was received from tho 
superintendent of education informing tho 
board that provision had boon made in 
the estimate:-, for 1887-88 for the employ- 
ment of a seventh assisssant in tho boy's 
school at a nalary of §50 por month; also 
that necessary appropriations have been 
voted for a -fourth ward school. An in- 
crease of §200 had been made to tho grant 
for incidentals. 

TUH HOLIDAY NUISANCE. 

Communication's were recoived from tho 
following teachers: Miss Storey, Miss 
Gardiner, Miss Armstrong! Mrs. Caldwell, 
Miss Cameron, Miss Carmicbael, Miss 
Horbon, Miss Koast, Miss Pollard, Miss 
Todd, intimating that it was their inten- 
tion to take advantage of tho provision 
made in section 2 of articlo 4, of the rulcB 
and regulations, for visiting schools and 
that consequently the schools in their 
charge would bo closed on the 13th, 14th 
and 15th insts. (Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday.) 

Tho suction permitting this was vory 
strongly condemned by tho board, which 
was of opinion that very little good was 
to be accomplished by teachers visiting 
the schools when they (the schools) aro in 
amoro or less demoralized condition after 
the holidays.

Trust ee Heistormaii informed the board 
that it had been brought, to his notice 
that a toachor had repeatedly condemned 
a boy to write a word 200 times for having 
failed to spell "tillibustering."

He 
hoped that by another year a subsidy in 
the shape of a grant of land could be 
made to give the project a start. 

Mr. Heisternian referred to the satis- 
factory intorvioiv with the minister, and 
said ho thought this board should take 
more of a lead in educational matters than 
it had been doing.

Ship Richard 111, Capt. Molntyre, 13 
days from Departure hay, with 1,730 tons 
coal, arrived at San Francisco on Sunday,

It iH rumored that the Queen of the Pa- 
cific and State of California will soon he 
placed on the San Francisco- Victoria 
route. 

British hark Oban Bay, which put, into 
a South American port to repair damages, 
lias sailed again for Victoria, and was 
spoken February 14, latitude 2'n., lonjj. 
25" w. 

Win. Dresbach, of San Francisco, has 
taken two 2,000 ton wooden ships to load 
wheat for Liverpool at 20s. He is also 
loading another of the same size at. the 
same rate A little iron hark was closed 
for Cork at, 22s (id, which makes the big 
ships look dear at. 20s, though that is the 
lowest tiguro ever paid out of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Steamer Olympian has come oil" the dry- 
dock and docked at. Broadway wharf, at 
San Francisco. She has been overhauled 
and cleaned and looks like a new boat. 
Her upper works have boon repainted, 
while her entire bottom has received a 
coating of patent composition so that she 
can stay up in the northern waters several 
seasons without coming down to dock 
again. 

The schooner Mable Gray, just arrived 
at San Pedro, is three and a half days 
from Humboldt. She reports fearful 
rough weather all the way. When olf 
Point Sur she sighted the schooner Joshua 
Grindley, waterlogged and unmanageable. 
With difficulty the captain managed the 
entire crew and they brought them to San 
Pedro, all well. 

The bark that put into Barclay Sound 
leaking, during the heavy gales, is the 
Flsinore, Capt. Samonseii, 0HH net ton- 
nage, with a cargo of 520,000 feet of lum- 
ber from Port Blakely. A portion of her 
deck cargo had been thrown overboard. 
George Taylor, second officer, arrived at 
Port Townsond on Monday and said that 
tho terrible storm experienced by the 
crew of the ship was the worst he had ever 
seen. A tug has been sent to her relief. 

Steamship City of Chester, Capt. Wal- 
lace, arrived at the outer wharf yesterday 
morning at o'clock, 00 hours from San 
Francisco. She brought 25 tirBt-clnss pas- 
sengers and 131 tons of freight for this 
port. The trip up was an exceptionally 
rough ono, and when bet ween Point Keys 
and Capo Mendocino the vessel shipped 
several heavy seas. One easily bent a 
large stanchion and another ripped open 
several boxes containing acid, which spilt 
over the deck. All the passengers testify 
toher capabilities as a seagoing vessel, but 
claim that she is entirely too small for the 
trade. However, there is no doubt that 
tho P. 0. S. S. company will do the right 
thing by Victoria, as they have done in 
the past, and that, a more suitable boat, 
will be put on the rout e, as soon as they 
can see their way clear to do so.
